FROM FARM TO CITY. 


Lieutenant Governor Barry of Massachusetts delivered an 


address at an agricultural fair in that state a few days.ago, in 
which he spoke of the tendency of young men to leave the 
farms for the.cities, .a tendency which he decried, as do prac- 
tically-all, writers and speakers who touch on (he subject. He 
said'the .young men: 
dislike the drudgery of the farm 
and 


prefentb go to. the city, where they can stand behind a coun- 
ter, 
w.ork-in ah office, or even drive a city team. They want 


tp.be/"amon| folks," where they can see and hear for them- 
selves, what is going on. 
They are attracted by the glare, 


glitter.'.-.nbise and bustle of the city and are anxious to leave 
the'solitude and steady, hard work of the farm. 
" That this is true is generally known. The tendency for 
many years, and one that has increased in recent years, is for 
the boys to get away from the farms at the first opportunity 
and locate in .(he cities. That many of them do not improve 
their condition by so doing is also known, but this fact does 
not check the movement. Some of the country boys who 
go to the cities achieve such success lliat their example in- 
flames their young acquaintances aud friends and leads'them 
to take all sorts' of chances in the hope of doing likewise. 


But beyond all this there is, as Mr. Barry said, a desire to 


get away from the farm and locate in the city for the mere 
sake of living in the city, if nothing more. And this desire, 
instead of being lessened, by changed conditions in the rural 
districts, appears to be increased thereby. Many argue that 
free rural delivery of mail, which places the 
daily papers 


within the reach of the farm, rural telephone lines, improved 
roads, trolley lines running past many farms and automobiles 
owned by some of the faVmers should tend to make country 
boys contented and keep them on the farms, but, judging from 
appearnces, the tendency is exactly the opposite. 
In other 


words, the closer (he country is brought into touch with the 
city through the instrumentalities the more anxious he is to 
"go the whole hog" and move to the city. 


That conditions in the rural districts have been greatly im- 


proved by modern innovations is beyond question, but that 
the change is hot keeping the boys,on the farms is patent to 
every careful observer. 
Sohiethiiig more will be required. 


What this may be is for the future to disclose. It is not yet 
in sight. The boys are still flocking to the citise in larger 
numbers than ever before.

The miners accepted the proposition, and it looked as 
if the end. of the trouble was in sight, but the owners take a 
different view and will lay (heir objections before the presi- 
dent. These may convince him and the public that he is 
wrong in this matter, but until this is done there will be a feel- 
ing that the miners occupy the stronger position. 


1 he use of striped suits in New York city's penal institu-
